Albert ‘Obbie’ Frabotta; 
confidant of mobsters 


By John D’Brien 

1 ALBERT ! “OBBIE” Frabotta, an 
! original mejmber of Chicago’s old “42 
1 Gang” of stick-up men, who went on 
to become a confidant of top mob¬ 
sters and a power in his own right on 
Rush Street, is dead of natural caus¬ 
es at the age of 71. " 

' Mr. Frabotta, a onetime rackets 
enforcer who for years maintained 
an apartment at 3950 N. Lake Shore 
Dr., died Saturday. 

i Private Services will be Wednes- 
j day for Mti. Frabotta, an extrovert 
I who wore fancy shoes and for years 
was, a colorful figure in the Rush 
Street nightclub district. 

There he was known to delight 
nightclub patrons who could watch a 
real gangstjer pitching pennies on the 
, sidewalk with the likes of convicted 
mobsters Marshall Caifano and the 
late Felix “Milwaukee Phil” Alder- 
isio. 

OTHER (FRABOTTA comrades of 
, 0 id included Jack Cerone, now a top 
i syndicate jboss, and the late Sam 
I “Momo” Giancana, the mob operat- 
i |ng boss who was gunned down in his 
fortress-like Oak Park home in 1975. 

Mr Frabotta, a convicted bank

robber, had a criminal record dating 
from 1927. But he graduated from his 
past as a common thief to become a 
high-profile figure among gangdom s 
cabaret set. 

Only once was he known to have 
cooperated with police. That was in 
1967, when he was mugged in Lincoln 
- Park by two young thugs who made 
off with his gray toy poodle, Suzy, 
touching off an underworld hunt for 
the dognapers. 

Mr. Frabotta, who was treated for 
facial bruises at St. Joseph's Hospi¬ 
tal, gave police a statement [under 
an alias] and even accompanied 
them in a squad car trying to find 
his assailants. He told police the 
attack was unnerving. 

MR. FRABOTTA again came to 
public attention two years later, at a 
mob wedding reception in the Shera- 
ton-Blackstone Hotel, by growling at 
detectives who were recording the 
license numbers of guests’ cars. 

As a reporter watched, Mr. Fra¬ 
botta stood in the lobby pointing out 
the detectives to the arriving guests, 
to the amusement of everyone in¬ 
cluding the detective. 

Not much was or heard of 
Mr. Frabotta after that, except for 
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Albert Frabotta in 1964 

occasional sightings of the lonely 
figure taking his solitary walks on 
the Near North Side. 

Among the crimes of which he was 
suspected were six murders. He was 
arrested 45 times for gambling, 
armed robbery and extortion. 

Police credit Mr. Frabotta’s sur¬ 
vival over the years to his cunning 
and loyalty, a reputation for never 
double-crossing an ally and his abili¬ 
ty to jump onto the right bandwagon 
during upheavals in the mob com¬ 
mand.
